MEETING  OF  CIUS  EDITORIAL  BOARD 

On  2 October  CIUS  editorial  board,  which 
consists  of  Professors  B.  R.  Bociurkiw  (politi- 
cal science),  G.  S.  N.  Luckyj  (humanities), 

M.  R.  Lupul  (Ukrainians  in  Canada)  and  I.  L. 
Rudnytsky  (history) , met  to  review  the  research 
and  publications  programmes  in  the  three  pub- 
lication series:  "The  Canadian  Library  in 

Ukrainian  Studies,"  "The  Alberta  Library  in 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Studies"  and  "The  Insti- 
tute Library  of  Research  Reports."  (The  latter 
is  a new  series  approved  by  the  editorial 
board.)  Also  participating  were  members  of 
CIUS  Ukrainian  Studies  Committee  and  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Studies  Committee  and  David  Marples, 
CIUS  editorial  assistant.  On  3 October  CIUS 
executive  discussed  exchanges,  visiting  pro- 
fessorships, graduate  fellowships,  conferences, 
the  encyclopedia  project  (at  Sarcelles)  and 
the  budget. 


NEW  CIUS  PUBLICATIONS 

In  January  CIUS  will  publish  Identifica- 
tions: Ethnicity  and  the  Writer  in  Canada 3 

edited  by  Jars  Balan.  The  volume  contains 
selected  papers  from  a conference  held  in 
Edmonton  in  1979  to  examine  the  contribution 
of  ethnic  writers  to  Canadian  literature. 
Featured  are  essays  on  Ukrainians,  Hungarians, 
Icelanders  and  Canadian  Yiddish  writers.  The 
contributors  are  D.  Arnason,  J.  Balan,  G. 
Bisztray,  H.  Kreisel,  S.  Levitan,  Y.  Slavutych, 
D.  Struk  and  J.  Young.  Two  panel  discussions 
are  included  on  "Ethnicity  and  Identity:  The 

Question  of  One's  Literary  Passport"  (P.  G. 
di  Cicco,  M.  Campbell,  A.  Suknaski,  R.  Wiebe) 
and  "Hyphenated  Canadians:  The  Question  of 

Consciousness"  (M.  Haas,  M.  Kostash,  G.  Ryga, 

Y.  Slavutych). 

Scheduled  to  appear  early  in  the  New  Year 
is  John  Basarab,  Pereiaslav  in  Historical 
Perspective,  an  examination  of  the  many  inter- 
pretations of  the  1654  Treaty  of  Pereiaslav 
between  Ukraine  and  Russia.  The  author  looks 
at  the  early  historians  and  the  Cossack  Chro- 
nicles, non-Soviet  interpretations  and  the 
controversies  and  changes  in  Soviet  historio- 
graphy, particularly  after  1945.  The  work  is 
based  on  original  research  and  is  an  important 
historical  publication. 


PETER  SAVARYN  ELECTED  CHANCELLOR 

Peter  Savaryn  has  been  elected  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  Alberta  and  Chairman  of 
the  University  Senate.  Mr.  Savaryn,  who  will 
begin  the  traditional  four -year  term  of  office 
on  1 July  1982,  was  elected  by  the  sixty-two 
member  Senate  at  its  meeting  on  20  November. 
Current  Chancellor  Jean  Forest  announced  the 
result  of  the  in  camera  election. 

A resident  of  Edmonton,  Mr.  Savaryn  was  a 
Senator  and  member  of  the  University's  Board  of 
Governors  from  1972-8.  He  holds  B . A.  and  LL.B. 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Alberta  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1957.  He  established 
his  own  law  office  in  1959  and  became  a Q.C. 
in  1974. 


Mr.  Savaryn  has  been  involved  in  a host 
of  political,  cultural  and  community  endea- 
vours. These  include  the  Alberta  Progressive 
Conservative  Association  (President) , the 
Edmonton  East  P.C.  Association  (President), 
the  Fort  Edmonton  Historical  Foundation,  the 
Canada  West  Foundation,  The  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Committee  Edmonton  (Past  President) , the 
Alberta  Cultural  Heritage  Council  (Founding 
Member) , the  Canadian  Foundation  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  (President  of  the  National  Executive) , 
St.  Josephat's  Senior  Citizens  Home  (Director) 
and  St.  Michael's  Nursing  Home  (Director). 

He  was  co-chairman  of  the  committee  that 
prepared  briefs  to  the  Government  of  Alberta 
and  the  Joint  Senate-Commons  Committee  on  the 
New  Canadian  Constitution. 
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STAFF  CHANGES  AT  TORONTO  OFFICE 

In  April  1981  Daria  Zeleney  resigned  from 
her  position  as  secretary-co-ordinator  and 
translator  for  the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine 
project  at  CIUS  Toronto  office  to  pursue  a 
career  in  publishing  with  Academic  Press 
Canada.  She  was  replaced  by  two  new  part-time 
staff  members:  Sonia  Maryn  as  secretary-co- 

ordinator of  the  project,  and  Myroslav  Yurke- 
vich  as  translator  and  content  editor.  Roman 
Senkus,  administrative  assistant  at  the  Toronto 
office  and  managing  editor  of  the  Journal  of 
Ukrainian  Studies 3 has  taken  on  additional 
duties  as  content  editor  to  assist  the  comple- 
tion of  the  first  volume  of  the  Encyclopedia 
in  English. 


CHAIR  BEGINS  SECOND  YEAR 

The  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  has  recently  begun  its 
second  year  of  activity.  Three  courses  are 
now  offered  by  the  Departments  of  History  and 
Political  Economy,  with  a total  of  24  students, 
a considerable  increase  over  the  first  year. 

The  courses  are  taught  by  Dr.  Paul  R.  Magocsi, 
associate  professor  in  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian 
Studies.  They  consist  of  a full-year  intro- 
ductory survey  of  Ukrainian  history  (12  stu- 
dents) , a full-year  400-level  seminar  on 
Kievan  Rus'  (7  students)  and  an  interdiscip- 
linary seminar  in  Ukrainian  graduate  studies 
focusing  on  the  twentieth  century  (5  students) . 

Students  of  both  Ukrainian  and  non-Ukrai- 
nian background  are  enrolled  in  the  courses. 

The  course  on  Kievan  Rus'  has  6 out  of  7 non- 
Ukrainians,  while  the  survey  course  and  the 
graduate  seminar  each  has  one  student  of  non- 
Ukrainian  background.  Thus  the  Chair  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  is  fulfilling  its  aim  to 
provide  courses  that  are  attractive  to  the 
student  body  as  a whole. 

The  Chair  is  continuing  its  work  on  a 
comprehensive  catalogue  of  Ukrainian-related 
holdings  at  the  university  library,  estimated 
at  10,000  titles.  The  Chair  also  co-sponsored 
both  the  University  of  Toronto's  two-month 
programme  of  events  commemorating  the  ninetieth 
anniversary  of  Ukrainian  settlement  in  Canada 
and  the  McMaster  University  conference  on 
"Ukraine  and  Russia  in  their  Historical 
Encounter." 


NOVAK  LECTURE  AT  TORONTO 

On  10  September  Michael  Novak,  the  well- 
known  syndicated  columnist  and  writer,  presen- 
ted a public  lecture  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  on  the  topic,  "The  New  Ethnicity  and 
Human  Rights."  Mr.  Novak's  talk  was  part  of 
a two-month  programme  on  "The  Ukrainian 
Experience  in  Canada:  1891-1981,"  sponsored 

by  the  University  of  Toronto  Chair  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  and  Community  Relations  Office,  and  by 
the  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies  Foundation  and 
the  Ukrainian  Librarians  Association  of  Canada. 


NEW  RESEARCH  PROJECT  AT  HURI 

On  13  December  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research 
Institute,  sponsored  a lecture  by  Dr.  James 
Mace,  entitled  "The  Ukrainian  Famine  of  1933." 

The  man-made  famine  of  the  early  1930s, 
which  claimed  somewhere  between  four  and  seven 
million  lives,  has  yet  to  be  seriously  analyzed 
in  historical  studies.  As  a result,  this 
Ukrainian  tragedy  has  been  largely  forgotten 
or  is  unknown  in  relation  to  other  examples  of 
destruction  and  brutality  in  the  twentieth 
century.  Consequently,  North  Americans  of 
Ukrainian  descent  have  funded  a research  pro- 
ject devoted  to  the  famine,  directed  by  Harvard 
Ukrainian  Research  Institute.  The  head  of  the 
project  is  the  distinguished  specialist  and 
author  of  numerous  books  on  the  Stalinist  era. 
Dr.  Robert  Conquest  of  Stanford  University.  He 
is  being  assisted  by  Dr.  Mace,  an  associate  of 
the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute. 

ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  IN  WINNIPEG  SUCCESSFUL 

On  6-7  November  1981  CIUS  held  its  fifth 
conference  on  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  "Visible 
Symbols:  Cultural  Expression  Among  Canada's 

Ukrainians,"  at  the  University  of  Manitoba. 

The  conference  was  organized  jointly  by  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  and  the 
Department  of  Slavic  Studies  at  the  University 
of  Manitoba.  Papers  and  panel  discussions 
examined  several  aspects  of  the  contemporary 
Ukrainian  Canadian  cultural  scene:  material 

culture,  fine  arts,  music,  dance,  symbols  and 
the  politics  of  culture.  By  providing  the 
opportunity  for  interaction  between  academics 
and  practitioners,  the  forum  revealed  the 
different  cultural  currents  within  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  community  and  their  influence  on 
Ukrainian  Canadian  ethnicity  and  identity. 


At  the  session  on  material  culture  archi- 
tect Radoslav  Zuk  of  McGill  University  spoke 
about  the  adaptation  of  Ukrainian  material  cul- 
tural forms  to  contemporary  conditions.  This 
was  followed  by  a discussion  on  the  museum’s 
role  in  preserving  the  past,  with  panelists 
Radomir  Bilash  of  the  Ukrainian  Cultural  Heri- 
tage Village  in  Alberta,  Steven  Prystupa  of 
the  Manitoba  Museum  of  Man  and  Nature,  Linda 
Lazarowich,  recently  of  the  Ukrainian  Museum 
of  Canada  in  Saskatoon,  and  Vladimira  Luczkiw 
of  the  Ukrainian  Heritage  Association  and 
Museum  of  Canada  in  Toronto.  Lydia  Palij’s 
overview  of  the  relationship  between  ethnicity 
and  art  in  the  work  of  Canadian  artists  of 
Ukrainian  descent  was  counterbalanced  by  the 


personal  perspectives  of  four  artists  — 

Robert  Achtemichuk,  Peter  Shostak,  Natalka 
Husar  and  Irka  Onufrijchuk.  Five  panelists 
outlined  current  trends  in  Ukrainian  music  in 
Canada:  folk  (Dr.  Robert  Klymasz) , popular 

(Bohdan  Zajcew),  classical  (Zenon  Lawryshyn) , 
choral  (Walter  Klymkiw)  and  liturgical  (Ivan 
Kowaliw) . An  analysis  of  the  historical  evo- 
lution of  Ukrainian  dance  in  Canada  by  Alexan- 
dra Pritz  was  followed  by  a panel  discussion, 
with  Lusia  Pavlychenko  of  the  Pavlychenko  Folk- 
loric  Ensemble  and  Saskatoon  School  of  Ballet, 
Irka  Balan  of  the  Rusalka  Dance  Ensemble  in 
Winnipeg,  and  Demjan  Hohol’  of  the  Shumka 
Dancers  in  Edmonton.  Dr.  Wsevolod  Isajiw  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  provided  the  theore- 
tical focus  for  the  conference  with  his  paper. 


"Symbols  and  Ukrainian  Canadian  Identity:  Their 

Meaning  and  Significance."  He  was  followed  by 
panelists  Dr.  Zenon  Pohorecky,  Jars  Balan  and 
Roman  Onufrijchuk.  The  final  session  of  the 
conference  examined  the  influence  of  politics 
on  culture  from  several  perspectives:  the 

community  role  (Isydore  Hlynka  of  the  Taras 
Shevchenko  Foundation) , the  government  role 
(Roman  Petryshyn  of  Alberta  Culture  and  Vasyl' 
Balan  of  the  Manitoba  Regional  Office  of  the 
Multiculturalism  Directorate  of  Canada)  and 
the  Soviet  role  (Bohdan  Krawchenko) . 

CIUS  plans  to  publish  edited  proceedings 
of  the  conference  and  will  be  producing  a 1-2 
hour  videotape  of  the  sessions.

The  first  seminar  of  the  1981-2  academic 
year  concerned  "The  Education  of  National 
Minorities  in  the  Romanian  Socialist  Republic." 
Dr.  Antochi,  professor  of  education  at  the 
University  of  Bucharest,  spoke  on  this  topic 
on  29  September.  His  remarks  primarily  con- 
cerned Ukrainian  education  in  Romania. 


About  11  per  cent  of  Romania's  total 
population  of  23  million  is  composed  of 
national  minorities.  The  largest  minority  is 
the  Magyars  (1.8  million),  who  live  mainly  in 
Transylvania.  Second  in  numerical  importance 
are  the  Germans  (about  360,000),  followed  by 
the  Ukrainians  (about  60,000) . Roughly  half 
of  Romania's  Ukrainians  are  dispersed  in  cities 
throughout  the  country,  and  the  rest  are  con- 
centrated in  four  regions:  (1)  near  Suchava 

(former  Bukovyna) ; (2)  in  the  Maramures 

region;  (3)  in  Dobrudja  (the  settlement  here 
is  composed  of  descendants  of  Zaporizhian 
Cossacks  from  the  so-called  Zadima'tska  sich)  ; 
and  (4)  in  the  Banat  (about  6,000  Ukrainians 
live  here,  primarily  the  descendants  of  wood- 
cutters) . 

Ukrainian-language  education  in  socialist 
Romania  started  with  the  educational  reform  of 
1948.  Since  then  a chair  of  Ukrainian  language 
and  literature  at  the  University  of  Bucharest, 
three  Ukrainian  lycea,  a few  teachers'  colleges 
and  a network  of  primary  schools  have  been 
established.  Last  year  nineteen  new  Ukrainian 
textbooks  were  published  in  Romania.  Members 
of  national  minorities,  including  Ukrainians, 
have  the  right  to  take  university  entrance 
exams  in  their  native  language. 

In  1981  over  2,000  children  attended 
Ukrainian  kindergartens,  8,648  attended  Ukrai- 
nian elementary  schools  (grades  1-8) , 1,257 
students  were  enrolled  in  day  classes  at  the 
Ukrainian  lycea  while  an  additional  206  took 
evening  classes,  and  908  attended  the  Ukrainian 
industrial  lyceum.  Seventy-eight  Ukrainians 
attended  Romanian  universities;  twenty-eight 
of  the  students  were  studying  Ukrainian  lan- 
guage and  literature.  Thirty-one  Ukrainian 
students  were  enrolled  in  Romanian  polytechnics. 


BOHDAN  BOCIURKIW 

Dr.  Bociurkiw,  professor  of  political 
science  at  Carleton  University  (Ottawa) , pre- 
sented the  second  CIUS  seminar  on  2 October 
1981.  He  spoke  on  "Politics,  Religion  and 
Society  in  Contemporary  Ukraine."  A dispropor- 
tionate number  of  candidates  for  the  Orthodox 
priesthood  came  from  the  Ukrainian  republic; 
nine  out  of  sixteen  functioning  monasteries 
in  the  USSR  are  located  in  Ukraine  (where  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  nuns  are  also  concen- 
trated) ; and  although  Ukraine  accounts  for 
less  than  a fifth  of  the  Soviet  Union's  popu- 
lation, it  contains  over  60  per  cent  of  its 
open  Orthodox  churches  (as  well  as  half  of 
its  Baptists) . Western  Ukraine,  where  the 
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Orthodox  church  today  is  a truly  ethnically 
Ukrainian  institution,  has  the  largest  diocese 
in  the  USSR  (Lviv)  and  provides  Ukraine  with 
the  majority  of  its  bishops  (nine  out  of  fif- 
teen, two  of  whom  are  former  Ukrainian  Catholic 
clergymen) . A number  of  illegal  religious 
communities  also  have  strong  bases  in  Ukraine. 
About  300  or  350  priests  of  the  illegal  Ukrai- 
nian Catholic  Church  are  active  in  Western 
Ukraine.  There  are  600-700  illegal  Evangelical 
Christian  Baptist  congregations  in  Ukraine 
(along  with  1,100  legal).  The  sect  of  pokut- 
nyky3  an  offshoot  from  Ukrainian  Catholicism, 
also  carries  on  an  underground  existence.  Dr. 
Bociurkiw  provided  an  analysis  of  how  the 
Soviet  regime  formulates  and  implements  its 
religious  policy  in  Ukraine. 

BORYS  LEWYTZKYJ 

On  23  October  1981  Dr.  Lewytzkyj  of  Munich 
presented  the  third  CIUS  seminar  for  1981-2. 

Dr.  Lewytzkyj  spoke  in  Ukrainian  on  "The 
Contemporary  National  Problem  in  the  USSR." 

Dr.  Lewytzkyj  spoke  of  a plan,  carefully 
worked  out  by  Soviet  leaders  and  theorists  in 
the  1970s,  to  integrate  the  nationalities  of 
the  USSR  in  order  to  bring  cohesion  to  Soviet 
society.  A key  concept  in  this  integration 
is  "the  Soviet  people."  Although  the  Soviet 
people  is  said  to  be  a new  historical  commu- 
nity, some  Russian  scholars  have  traced  its 
origins  to  centuries  before  the  October  Revo- 
lution. Some  Ukrainian  scholars  have  protested 
against  this  interpretation,  and  Yugoslav 
scholars  have  rejected  the  entire  concept  of 
"the  Soviet  people." 

Language  policy  is  also  an  important 
element  in  the  integrationist  plan.  The  policy 
has  been  worked  out  at  numerous,  conferences, 
particularly  the  Tashkent  conference  of  May 
1979.  According  to  the  prevailing  Soviet 
theory,  the  Russian  language  changes  one's 
personality,  allows  the  formation  of  a Commu- 
nist outlook  and  fosters  the  rapprochement  of 
nations.  The  new  language  policy  is  said  to 
be  aimed  not  at  replacing  national  languages 
with  Russian,  but  at  strengthening  a bilingua- 
lism in  which  Russian  is  playing  an  increasing 
and  strategic  role.  There  is  a growing  divi- 
sion of  linguistic  functions:  the  national 

languages  are  used  in  everyday  life,  ethnogra- 
phy, literature,  songs,  etc.;  Russian  is  the 
language  of  science  and  technology.  Simulta- 
neously, textbooks  are  glorifying  the  Russian 
language,  and  national  linguistic  institutions 
and  national  language  media  are  encouraged  to 
adopt  Russian  influences  (vocabulary,  structure) 
in  the  national  languages . 


OLEH  S.  ILNYTZKYJ 

Dr.  Ilnytzkyj , of  the  Slavic  Department, 
University  of  Manitoba,  presented  the  fourth 
seminar  on  17  November  1981.  He  spoke  on 
"Aspanfut:  The  Association  of  Panfuturists, 

1921-3." 

The  futurists,  led  by  Mykhail  Semenko, 
have  fallen  into  disfavour  among  Ukrainian 
literary  critics,  Soviet  and  emigre.  Sympto- 
matic of  their  neglect  is  that  no  Ukrainian 
futurists  were  republished  from  1930  until 
1979,  when  a collection  of  Semenko 's  poetry 
appeared  in  Germany. 

The  futurist  movement  in  Ukraine  was 
founded  in  1914,  but  was  interrupted  by  the 
First  World  War.  After  regrouping  under 
Semenko 's  leadership  in  1917,  Ukrainian  futu- 
rists founded  various  short-lived  organiza- 
tions, including  Flamingo  (1919) . The  first 
stable  futurist  organization  (and  the  first 
major  Soviet  Ukrainian  literary  organization) 
was  Aspanfut,  (The  Association  of  Panfuturists) 
It  was  founded  in  November-December  1921  and 
lasted  until  December  1923.  The  futurists 
represented  the  strongest  literary  current  in 
Kiev  in  the  early  1920s.  Their  chief  rivals 
were  the  neo-classicists,  whom  the  futurists 
attacked  as  "toothless  Zerovs,"  "sterile  acade- 
mics" and  "academic  conservatives."  Aspanfut 
worked  closely  with  Les  Kurbas  of  the  Berezil 
theatre  and  dominated  the  cultural  section  of 
the  newspaper  Vrsti  (from  July  1922:  BiXsho- 

vyk ) . The  futurists  were  particularly  inte- 
rested in. cultural  theory.  Their  two  main 
postulates  were:  1.  that  the  artistic  process 

of  the  past  centuries  in  Europe  had  come  to  an 
end,  that  art  as  such  was  dead;  and  2.  that 
something  new  — meta-art  — was  being  born. 


JOHN-PAUL  HIMKA 

On  8 December  1981,  Dr.  Himka,  Visiting 
Assistant  Professor  with  CIUS,  presented  the 
final  seminar  of  the  Christmas  term  on  "The 
Greek  Catholic  Church  and  Ukrainian  Society 
in  Galicia,  1772-1918." 

Dr.  Himka  explained  how  the  far-reaching 
reforms  of  the  Habsburg  rulers  Maria  Theresa 
and  Joseph  II  strengthened  the  Greek  Catholic 
Church  in  Galicia  and  instilled  its  leaders 
with  a loyalty  to  the  dynasty  and  a distrust 
of  the  Polish  nobility.  Simultaneously,  the 
church  imbibed  the  spirit  of  the  Austrian 
enlightenment  ( Josephinism) , which  formed  an 
activist,  service-oriented  clergy.  The 
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clergy  soon  played  an  important  role  in  the 
formation  of  the  modern  Ukrainian  identity  in 
Galicia,  differentiating  it  from  the  Roman 
Catholic  Poles  and  Orthodox  Russians.  The 
clergy  also  actively  supported  the  national 
movement,  as  literary  awakeners,  political 
leaders  and  village-level  activists.  However, 
the  church's  intense  involvement  in  the  national 
cause  produced  a situation  in  which  the  church 
became  the  instrument  of  an  essentially  secular 
movement,  while  the  secular  intelligentsia 
began  to  resent  clerical  tutelage  of  the 
national  movement.  At  the  village  level, 
tensions  between  priests  and  peasants  also 
grew,  since  the  clergy  had  done  so  much  to 
raise  the  political  and  cultural  consciousness 
of  the  peasantry  that  the  latter  grew  indepen- 
dent of  the  pastor's  previously  unquestioned 
authority.  In  conclusion  Dr.  Himka  noted  that 
by  the  turn  of  the  century  "the  Ukrainian 
nation  had  matured  enough  to  claim  independence 
from  the  political  guardianship  of  the  church. 
This  should  not,  however,  obscure  the  fact  that 
it  was  precisely  the  Greek  Catholic  Church  that 
had  done  the  most  to  accelerate  the  Galician 
Ukrainians'  maturation  into  nationhood." 


PEOPLE 


JOHN-PAUL  HIMKA 

Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute  has 
accepted  for  publication  Dr.  Himka 's  monograph 
on  Socialism  in  Galicia:  The  Emergence  of 

Polish  Social  Democracy  and  Ukrainian  Radica- 
lism (1860-1890). 

On  23  September  1981  Dr.  Himka  presented 
a paper  on  "The  Greek  Catholic  Church  and 
Ukrainian  Society  in  Galicia,  1772-1918"  to 
the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Slavic  Studies 
held  in  Asilomar,  California.  On  26  September 
1981  he  participated  as  a commentator  at  a 
conference  on  "Selected  Contributions  of 
Ukrainians  to  Economics  and  Related  Sciences" 
held  at  Harvard  University. 

Dr.  Himka  was  nominated  by  the  Interna- 
tional Research  and  Exchanges  Board  to  parti- 
cipate in  its  exchange  with  the  Soviet  Union. 
Owing  to  rejection  by  the  USSR's  Ministry  of 
Higher  Education,  however.  Dr.  Himka  will 
use  his  grant  to  pursue  research  in  Vienna  on 
the  national  awakening  of  the  Galician 
peasantry  in  the  late  nineteenth  century. 

Dr.  Himka,  a member  of  the  CIUS  staff 
since  1977,  has  accepted  an  appointment  as 
research  fellow  at  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research 
Institute,  commencing  June  1982. 


MANOLY  R.  LUPUL 

On  17  October  Dr.  Lupul  presented  a paper 
on  "The  Political  Implementation  of  Multicultu- 
ralism"  at  the  ninth  biennial  conference  of  the 
Canadian  Ethnic  Studies  Association  in  Edmonton 


IVAN  L.  RUDNYTSKY 

Dr.  Rudnytsky,  professor  of  history  at 
the  University  of  Alberta,  recently  published 
an  article  entitled  "Polish  Problems  in  the 
Works  of  Mykhailo  Drahomanov,"  Harvard 
Ukrainian  Studies  5,  no.  2 (June  1981):  263-9. 
He  also  edited  Rethinking  Ukrainian  History 
(Edmonton:  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 

Studies,  1981). 

From  20-3  September  Dr.  Rudnytsky  attended 
the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Slavic  Studies  held 
in  Asilomar,  California,  where  he  presented  a 
paper  entitled  "The  Political  Ideas  of  Ukrai- 
nian Soviet  Dissidents."  On  8-9  October  Dr. 
Rudnytsky  was  a commentator  for  the  session  of 
modern  history  "Ukraine  and  Russia  in  their 
Historical  Encounter"  at  the  McMaster  Univer- 
sity conference,  Hamilton,  Ontario.
